Con vention Haggles 
Over School Funds 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — A strange alliance of 


liberals and hard-core conservatives pursues 
its attack today against a proposed con- 
stitutional fund for buildings at state colleges 
outside the two super-systems. 


Constitutional convention debate Tuesday 


afternoon included accusations of "educational 
arrogance" and "deals" by college presidents 
and governing boards. 


The State Higher Education Assistance Fund 


would be an annual appropriation of tax money 
for use by the 22 state schools outside the 
University of Texas and Texas A&M systems. . 
It would be available for buildings, repairs, 
library books and equipment, as well as to back 
construction bonds. 


The proposal would commit the legislature to 


provide each year an amount equal to the 
earnings of the Permanent University Fund. 
The $31 million annual income from the fund 
can be used only by UT and A&M. 


Before recessing Tuesday evening, the 


legislator-delegates voted 143-24 to limit bonds 
issued against the higher education assistance 
fund to 50 per cent of the Permanent University 
Fund, which now totals $680 million. 


That was a victory for Rep. Ray Hutchison, 


R-Dallas, and a group of liberals, Republicans 
and hard-core conservative Democrats who 
oppose the small college fund as fiscally 
dangerous. 


At one point, Hutchison warned that as the 


Permanent University Fund and its earnings 
grow the demands on the state treasury would 
grow to the point of requiring new taxes. 


"You are talking about an income tax and 


some other tax that I wish we didn't have to 
talk about here," Hutchison said. 


Opponents of the fund repeatedly asserted 


that the convention's Education Committee 
sent it to the floor as the price demanded by 
colleges outside the UT and A&M systems for 
continuing those two super-system's exclusive 
right to the permanent fund. 


"In fact, they cut a deal," asserted Rep. Jim 


Mattox, D-Dallas, who failed last week in at- 
tempts to change the permanent fund's status 
quo. 


Sen. Jack Hightower, D-Vernon, said it was 


only fair that smaller the schools have the 
same guaranteed income to back their building 
programs that UT and A&M have. 


Without such a guarantee, he said, there 


could be no longrange planning. 


Rep. Hilary Doran, D-Del Rio, parodying 


William Jennings Bryan's famous "Cross of 
Gold" speech, said: 


"Don't press down the crown of financial 


irresponsibility on the brow of the taxpayers of 
this state ... Don't crucify them on a cross of 
educational arrogance." 


Legislator-delegates defeated, 94-70, an 


amendment by conservative Democrat Rep. 
Bill Hollowell, Grand Saline, eliminating the 
authority of the 22 schools to issue bonds 
against the fund. 


"This really is the test vote of whether you 


are going to be a fiscal conservative in this 
area," said Mattox. 
Balloonist Sighted 


SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE, Canary 


Islands (AP) — Several thousand people in the 
resort town of Puerto de la Cruz reported 
seeing a balloon today. The Spanish news agen- 
cy CIFRA said it was the balloon of missing 
American adventurer Thomas Gatch Jr. 


Another Spanish news agency, Europa Press, 


said it could not confirm this. It first reported 
that it was Gatch's balloon, then said only that 
a blue balloon was sighted about 10,000 feet 
above the Valley of Orotava. 


Police in the area said they had seen no trace 


of the balloon. Coastal Spanish radio stations 
and air traffic authorities in Santa Cruz de 
Tenerif e reported they knew nothing of Gatch's 
whereabouts. 


The 48-year-old bachelor from Alexandria, 


Va., left Harrisburg, Pa., 10 days ago in a 
pressurized gondola in his bid to become the 
first man to cross the Atlantic in a balloon. He 
has been missing for five days. 


Military officials in the Spanish Sahara, 


where the balloon search had centered over the 
weekend before it was called off, reported they 
had no information on the new reports. 


Stamp Costs Rising 
Two Cents a Lick 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The cost of mailing a 


letter goes up two cents beginning Saturday. 


The increase is part of a new postal rate 


schedule that will also gradually drive up the 
fees paid by book and record club members, as 
well as the charges to people who buy from 
mail order houses. Subscription prices for 
magazines and newspapers by mail are ex- 
pected to rise. 


The new stamps are available now and must 


be used on letters postmarked after Friday 
midnight. The Jefferson Memorial replaces 
former President Dwight D. Eisenhower on the 
nation's basic stamp. 


First-class mail goes from 8 cents to 10 


cents. Airmail goes from 11 cents to 13. Post 
cards, now 6 cents, will cost 8 cents. 
The increases for books, records and 


publications will be gradual. The cost of a one- 
pound bundle of books and records will rise by 
14 cents over five years to 30 cents. 


The Postal Service estimates the mailing 


cost of Reader's Digest will go from the current 
4 cents an issue to 8 cents an issue in three 
years. 


The Magazine Publishers Association and 


other bulk mailers are fighting the increases 
before the Postal Rate Commission, which 
must approve all rate hikes. But the lengthy 
hearing processes are not likely to delay the 
increases set for Saturday. 


"To the extent magazines can pass along the 


increases, they will," said a spokesman for the 
publishers association. He noted, however, that 
some publishers may have to eat up the in- 
creases to maintain circulation. The publishers 
estimate their postal costs will have gone up by 
220 per cent from 1971 to 1977. 


The publishers have contended that the in- 


creases could force some magazines out of 
business. Noting publishing profits are rising, 
Ralph Nicholson of the Postal Service said, 
"We are unconvinced by the pleas of poverty 
we hear out of the publishing industry." 


The rate increase for firstclass letters is the 


fourth since a four-cent stamp moved the mail 
in 1963.

Security Given as Reason 
For Nixon Not Testifying 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Law- 


yers for President Nixon have 
defended his refusal to appear 
as a witness at a California 
state trial on the grounds that 
no court, state or federal, can 
order a President to testify in 
person. 


If a President was forced to 


appear in court, his lawyers ar- 
gued in a brief filed Tuesday in 
D.G. Superior Court "his in- 
ability to perform the duties as 
the 
chief 
executive 
would 


threaten the security of the en- 
tire nation." 


The argument filed by James 


D. St. Clair, the President's 
chief Watergate lawyer, was di- 
rected as much to appearances 
in a federal as a state court. 


Nixon disclosed Monday night 


that he had rejected a request 
from a Watergate grand jury to 
testify. 


St. Clair's brief was issued in 


response to a California Supe- 


rior, Court judge's order direct- 
ing Nixon to appear as "a ma- 
terial and necessary witness" 
at the trial of former White 
House aide John D. Ehrlich- 
man. 


The subpoena, issued by 


Judge Gordon Ringer in Los 
Angeles, was forwarded to the 
District of Columbia court for a 
decision on whether Nixon must 
comply. 


"In the 187 years since our 


Constitution was adopted no 
court, federal or state, has held 
that the President of the United 
States can be compelled to tes- 
tify in person in compliance 
with a summons," St. Clair 
wrote. 


Attorneys for 
Ehrlichman 


have until March 8 to file their 
argument supporting their re- 
quest for the President's ap- 
pearance. 


Ehrlichman is charged with 


conspiracy, burglary and per- 


jury in connection with the bur- 
glary of the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg's psychiatrist. 


In related developments, The 


Associated Press learned Tues- 
day that the special Watergate 
prosecutor's office has decided 
that any action on alleged pres- 
idential involvement in the Wa- 
tergate scandal should be up to 
the House impeachment inquiry 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Secre- 


tary of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger flew from Syria to Israel 
today on his fourth Mideast 
peace mission and said his 
talks with the Syrian govern- 
ment "made good progress on 
some of Israel's most crucial 
concerns." 


But Kissinger did not an- 


nounce whether he was carry- 
ing a list of Israeli prisoners in 
Syria, which could clear the 
way for separating hostile 
French Cabinet 
Members Quit 


PARIS (AP) — The govern- 


ment of French Premier Pierre 
Messmer resigned today after 
months of increasing economic 
problems and complaints that 
he was not responding to the 
nation's needs. 


A new premier was to be 


named quickly, perhaps today, 
according to Information Minis- 
ter Jean Philippe Lecat. Fi- 
nance Minister Valery Giscard 
d'Estaing was regarded as a 
possible replacement. 


Messmer's Cabinet had been 


in office since July 1972, when 
he took over from Premier Jac- 
ques Chaban-Delmas, who had 
been 
fired 
by 
President 


Georges Pompidou. 


Giscard d'Estaing, 48, is the 


leader of the Independent Re- 
publican party, a partner of the 
Gaullists in the National As- 
sembly majority. 


The state radio also men- 


tioned Foreign Minister Michel 
Jobert and Equipment Minister 
Olivier Guichard, both loyal 
Gaullists, as possible replace- 
ments. 


forces on the tense Golan 
Heights front. 


The Israeli government of 


Premier Gold Meir has refused 
to negotiate until Syria dis- 
closes the names of the ap- 
proximately 80 prisoners and 
permits Red Cross officials to 
visit them. 


Kissinger told newsmen at 


Ben-Gurion Airport that he 
would start talks with Mrs. 
Meir this afternoon. 


Kissinger's aim is to start the 


bargaining process for a dis- 
engagement pact between Syria 
and Israel, separating the rival 
armies on the Golan Heights, 
where shooting flares almost 
daily across the cease-fire line. 


Syria, meanwhile, has been 


insisting on an Israeli com- 
mitment to withdraw eventual- 
ly from all territory captured 
from Syria. The Israelis are 
willing to relinquish the territo- 
ry they captured in the October 
war, but they have said repeat- 
edly they will not return the 
Golan Heights territory they 
took in 1967. 


Kissinger also was discussing 


with the Syrians the estab- 
lishment of a 
buffer 
zone 


manned by United Nations 
troops between the Israeli and 
Syrian armies. A U.N. force 
now stands between Israeli and 
Egyptian forces in the Sinai 
Desert. 


While Premier Golda Meir 


and the Israeli cabinet ponder 
their response to the Syrians, 
Kissinger will be in Cairo 
Thursday to see Egyptian Pres- 
ident Anwar Sadat about ex- 
tending the life of the U.N. 
force in the Sinai. It is due to 
expire April 24. 


Kissinger then will return to 


Jerusalem, where he hopes to 
collect Israeli disengagement 
proposals and take them to 
Damascus on Friday. He is 
counting on Israeli concessions 
to get negotiations rolling, 
probably in Geneva. 


Over the weekend, the secre- 


tary of state will visit Jordan 
and Saudi Arabia and then stop 
at Brussels.

NEW YORK (AP) - Special 


prosecutor Leon Jaworski says 
he thinks his office now knows 
the full story of the Watergate 
affair, The New York Times 
said today. 


Jaworski told The Times in a 


Washington interview that ma- 
jor indictments of persons in- 
volved in the cover-up of the 
Watergate break-in would come 
as early as Thursday or Fri- 
day. 


The Times quoted Jaworski 


as saying that the indictments 
are being delayed until a jury 
is sequestered in the New York 
trial of former Atty. Gen. John 
N. Mitchell and former Com- 
merce Secretary Maurice H. 


Stans. They are being tried on 
charges of conspiracy, perjury 
and obstructing justice. 


Jaworski said in the inter- 


view that the full Watergate 
story would be revealed as in- 
dictments were handed down 
and trials begun. But the prose- 
cutor added the case has not 
"peaked" and 
further dis- 


closures are expected. 


The Times said that Jaworski 


chose not to describe the mo- 
tives of the participants in the 
Watergate affair but quoted the 
British historian Lord Acton, 
"Power tends to corrupt, and 
absolute power corrupts abso- 
lutely."

reported off the job today in a 
spreading walkout to protest a 
drastic shortage of gasoline in 
southern West Virginia. 


The Wesl Virginia Coal Asso- 


ciation said that the number of 
miners not working in the state 
had increased from 9,000 Tues- 
day to 12,000 today. It said the 
more than HO mines that were 
closed produced about 140,000 
tons a day. Most of the mines 
produce inetalurgical coal, a 
high-grade fuel used by steel 
mills. 


The miners say gas shortage 


is so severe that they can't ob- 
tain enough fuel to get to work. 


Pickets began appearing at 


some mines in Logan County 
Tuesday and by this morning at 
least 16 of the county's mines 
were closed. 


A spokesman for the 
Ka- 


nawha Coal Operators Associ- 
ation in Charleston, W.Va., said 
the shutdown had not spread 
into the association's mines, 
but companies feared dwindling 
gasoline supplies might produce 
high absenteeism. The associ- 


ation includes about 128 mines 
which employ 3,700 men. 


"We have just reached the 


point of absurdity in the energy 
crisis when the producers of 
one fuel — coal — can't get to 
work because of 
inadequate 


supplies 
of another 
fuel — 


gas," said United Mine Work- 
ers President Arnold Miller. 


The gasoline shortage caused 


coal mines in southwestern por- 
tions of Virginia to begin clos- 
ing Tuesday and touched off 
strike threats in eastern Ken- 
tucky's coalfields. 


In Virginia, UMW officials 


said as many as 40 per cent of 
the area's coal miners were off 
the job Tuesday.

The Worldwide Church of God, 
the religious empire governed 
by its founder Herbert W. Arm- 
strong and his handsome, gray- 
ing son, Garner Ted Arm- 
strong, reeled 
today under 


strife that left 15 officials and 


ministers unemployed. 


Garner Ted Armstrong, the 


heir apparent to the theological 
kingdom built by his falher and 
nurtured by his own television- 
radio evangelism, flew into this 
town east of Dallas Monday. 


There was some difference 


of opinion about what he did to 
the 15 unemployed persons. 
Some said they were suspended 
without pay, some said they 
were suspended to work on doc- 
trinal affairs and others said 
Ihey were fired.

Ethiopian Navy Joins Revolt 


ADDIS 
ABABA, 
Ethiopia 


(AP) — The Ethiopian navy to- 
day joined a revolt for higher 
pay by soldiers in northern 
Klhiopia and look over the Afri- 
can nation's Red Sea naval 
base at Massawa, sources at 
the base reported. 


The rebellion began Tuesday 


when army troops and a few 
air force men seized key points 
in Asmara, Ethiopia's second 
largest city and the capital of 
Eritrea province. It is 60 miles 
south of Masawa. 


No violence was reported so 


far, and Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie ordered the army chief 
of staff to Asmara today to 
hear the rebels' complaints. 


Sources said a noncommis- 


sioned officer appeared lo be in 
charge of a committee repre- 
senting the soldiers. 


Ethiopia's army totals more 


than 40,000 men, and about a 
fourth of it is stationed in the 
Asmara area. The navy in- 
cludes aboul 1,700 men, plus 
aboul 190 officers and 125 ma- 
rines, nearly all at Massawa. 


A 
government 
spokesman 


said there was no question of 
negotiating with the rebels in 
northern Ethiopia. He said Ihe 
army chief, LI. Gen. Asafa 
Ayene, would report back to 
the 82-year-old emperor and 
Ihen relay Ihe ruler's decision 
to the men. 


The rebels proclaimed loyalty 


to the emperor in a broadcast 
Tuesday night from Asmara, 
the capital of Eritrea province. 
But they made 24 economic de- 
mands, including a 50 per cent 
pay raise, increases in pensions 
and injury benefits and higher 
field allowances. 


A government spokesman de- 


nied that the rebellion had 
spread lo troops elsewhere in 
the country. But he admitted 
that 
soldiers 
everywhere 


shared the rebels' grievances 
because of the rapidly rising 
cost of living. 


"There is no question of a 


coup or anything like that," the 
spokesman said. "They were 
naughty, but they are very loy- 
al boys. The only problem is 
that this country is not rich 
enough to pay out millions." 


Second lieutenants and ser- 


geants were reported leading 
the rebellious enlisted men of 
the 2nd Division in Asmara. 
They moved out through the 
city's palm-lined streets before 
dawn Tuesday and took over 
key points in the city of 200,000 
without a shot being fired.

AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — 


King Hussein may soon aban- 
don his efforts to regain control 
of the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank of the Jordan River, dip- 
lomatic observers in Amman 
believe. 


Secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger's visit, expected Sat- 
urday, may mark the turning 
point' in Hussein's policy, they 
say. 


Hussein is thought to be turn- 


ing toward the view lhat a 
fledgling 
Palestinian 
state, 


made up of the West Bank and 
Gaza, would draw hundreds of 
thousands of Arab refugees, 
and harsh economic realities 
would then force the state to 
soek close ties with Jordan — 
on Hussein's terms. 


Then his 1972 plan for a fed- 


eration between the Palestinian 
territory on both sides of the 
Jordan could come into effect 
without the present bitter oppo- 
sition of the Palestinians and 
other Arab states. 


The king also would leave to 


the Palestinian organizations 
the task of negotiating Israel's 
withdrawal from the territory 
seized in the 19I>7 war.

Sharp said Garner Ted, 44, 


"applied a great deal of peer 
pressure" and quoted him as 
saying he intended to "restruc- 
ture the entire field ministry." 
He said Garner Ted indicated 
he planned to use further action 
against other church officials. 


Chase was one of seven mem- 


bers who set off the inferno 
that has some of Ihe 85,000- 
member sect upset.

broken up and contended the 
church ministers "worked in 
teams on his son, using harass- 
ment, intimidation and psy- 
chological pressure, breaking 
him down and into a coma, re- 
fusing his father from procur- 
ing medical help ..." 


Garner Ted was relieved of 


his fellowship with the church 
in January 1972 by his father 
who, after weeks of silence, fi- 
nally said his son was "in the 
bonds of Satan." The son's 
whereabouts remained a mys- 
tery for months. But several 
months after his son's "dis- 
appearance," the elder Arm- 
strong restored the younger 
man to his radio and television 
programs.

Houston Bus System Faltering and City May Take It Over; the Price Is Quibbled Over

HOUSTON (AP) - Ust fall 


voters here 
overwhelmingly 


turned down a mass transit au- 
thority for Harris County—and 
along with it a grandiose plan 
calling for downtown subway 
systems, fixed rail trains and a 
takeover of the private-owned 
bus company. 


Now the city is dickering 


with Transit Lines to buy its 
376 buses and inherit responsi- 
bility for 85,000 to 90,000 daily 
paying riders. 


A proposed infusion of federal 


funds could speed that pur- 
chase. Under President Nixon's 
fiscal-1975 
budget, 
Houston 


could gel $20 million for mass 


transit—including $10 million 
for operations. 


Stanley Gales, vice president 


and general manager of the bus 
company here which is owned 
by National Cily Lines of Den- 
ver, Colo., says Houston's bus 
fleel losl $500,000 lasl year and, 
pushed by raising labor costs, 
will loose $1.6 million this year. 


He says the company is 


worth $10 million, and wants 
the city to either buy it or 
granl some kind of fare in- 
creases or operating subsidy. 


Ixist year the city appraised 


the company at $6.6 million and 
started to offer to buy at thai 
figure before the whole prob- 
lem gol caughl in the race for 
mayor. Fred Hofheinz, who lat- 


er won the race, charged the 
cily was offering too much for 
the transit company's collection 
of mostly aging equipment. 


City Council pul off Ihe pur- 


chase and now Hofheinz has 
hired Wilson S. Driggs, former 
general manager of Ihe city- 
owned bus company in Dallas, 
to help them negoliate a price. 
Some sort of decision is ex- 
pected by the middle of March. 


Bus riding had been declining 


three per cent a year here but 
sparked by what Gates believes 
is the energy crisis, ridership 
increased by six per cent since 
the first of the year. 


"Until recently there really 


hasn'l been a real fuel problem 
here," Gates said. "But none 


the less, the psychology of it 
caused an increase in rider- 
ship." 


The company has not had to 


add extra buses, Gates said. 
"We can absorb a 15 per cent 
increase in ridership. There's 
that much room in our vehicles 
now." 


Driggs, who happens to be a 


personal friend of Gates but 
says that won't influence the 
bargaining, says if and when 
the city buys the bus company 
they'll still have to decide if 
they should run it themselves, 
hire a private company lo man- 
age il or lurn it over to a pub- 
lic body. 


Hofheinz says that while the 


city needs to buy the transit 


system, that's not the final an- 
swer. 


"Any modern transit system 


will require a separate tax base 
to support it and the political 
leaders of the entire commu- 
nity will have to support a 
tax," he says. 


To get things started, Hof- 


heinz has called upon Gov. 
Dolph Briscoe to call a special 
session of the legislature to au- 
thorize voters here to ballot 
again 
on such a 
system. 


Briscoe has declined so far to 
do that. 


But getting the bus company 


into public hands, said Gates, is 
only the beginning. 


"We'll need to be purchasing 


new 
equipment," he 
said. 


"Flight now, if you ordered a 
bus, it's a year before you can 
expect to see it." 


Gates said lie believes noth- 


ing in the near future can beat 
buses for mass transit. 


"In the next five years, we 


need to build up the bus net- 
work," he said. "But in the fu- 
ture, you can't overlook some 
form of high speed network to 
augment buses." 


"But that's only after so- 


meone decides to pick up the 
cost," Gates said. 


The bus company manager 


says he also sees in the future 
such innovations as "dial-a- 
buses" which would allow rid- 
ers to call and be picked up 
right at their door. But all of 


these things will Uike some 
kind of subsidy, ho said, and 
that kind of money is going to 
come only with government 
ownership. 


"Five years from now there 


won't bo any privately-owned 
transit system," ho said. Ten 


years ago, when the federal 
government first started spend- 
ing funds for mass transit, they 
drew up bills which so restrict- 
ed aid to private transit firms 
that some kind of governmental 
takeover became inevitable, ho 
said.

defeat of Wilson's Labor gov- 
ernment in 1970. The Con- 
servatives argued that deficit 
proved their strong economic 
controls must be continued, but 
Laborites and Liberals charged 
the deficit showed Heath is 
unable to handle the economy. 


The director-general of the 


Confederation of British In- 
dustry, normally a bulwark of 
the Conservative party, came 
out for the repeal of the Indus- 
trial Relations Act, the antist- 
rike legislation that is the basis 
of Heath's strategy for econom- 
ic growth. He said the act "is 
so surrounded by hatred that 
we must have a more honest 
try at another act."

"They were shot down without 
provocation—It was a senseless 
act."
